HE RE AS i. appears to this Court, That there is à great and Sat: 

Estate conſiſting of Salt Meadow lying on the Iſland at the Bottom of Ipſ- 

wich-Bay, called Plumb-Ifland, hieb is expoſed and liable to be r Preamble, N 
by Horſes, Cattle and other Creatures, being turned or drove on ſaid Iſland, 4 
and feeding down be Beach. Graſs, and treading down the Sea Walls, and by ill min- 
ded Perſons ſetting Fires on [uid Ifland, whereby the Shrubs and Grafs are deſtroyed, 
and open a Cour (e to the Sea and Sand; which if not prevented, may over run and 


deſtroy ſaid EFate and Intereſt to the great Loſs 1 the Proprietors and no ſmall Da- 
mage of ihe Iublict;

prietors impounding ſuch Cattle, Horſe-Kind, Sheep or Swine, ſhall cauſe 

the ſame to be ſold at publick Vendue for Payment of the Damages ſuſtained 
by Reaſon of ſuch Cattle, Horſe-Kind, Sheep or Swine feeding upon the 
Iſland or Beach aforeſaid, as alſo. to pay the Coſt and Charges ariſing about 
the ſame, ( publick Notice of the Time and Place of ſuch Sale in ſaid Town 
where the Cattle are impounded, being given forty-eight Hours be'orchand) 
and the Overplus (if any be) ariſing by ſuch Sale, ro be returned to the 
Owner of ſuch Cattle, Horſe-Kind, Sheep or Swine, at any Time within 
twelve Months next after upon his demanding the ſame ; but if no Owner 
appear within the ſaid twelve Months, then the ſaid Overplus ſhall be one 
Saving: half to the Party impounding, and the other halt to the Uſs of the Poor 
of the ſaid Town, provided that the Penalty for Cattle, Horſe Kind, Sheep 

and Swine impounded as aforeſaid, ſhall not be conſtrued to extend to an 
luch as are truly belong ing to any of the Inhabitants of ſaid and and ſed 
in their Incloſures ; but that all ſuch Cattle, Horſe-Kind, Sheep and Swine - 

breaking their Incloſures, and found feeding at large on ſaid Iſland. and 

therefore impounded, ſhall be liable only for Damages and Coſt, as in other
